Catholic organisation and social 
work is for the most part done out 

of charity .nnd irood will, and be- 
cau.se of the necc^^sitj' oftentimes by 
unskilled volunteer workers There 
is no wl.sh to niinliBlze the good 
works which have^kheen accom- 
plished by such volijpieers, yui lu 
the nature of things this woctf is 
likely to te mora palliative nan 
remedial. Frequently workers vol- 
unteer their services only for brief 
periods of time, or through lack of 
responsibility, knowledge or leleare 
become Indifferent to duties as- 
signed them, or neglect tlwui alto- 
gether, making social work more a 
novelty than a profession. This 
proves the need of the paid social 
worker. It Is Just as Important 
that a social worker receive a wage, 
and one that will afford her a de- 
ceht living, as it is for those who 
enter other profeeslons and callings. 

The White Oross nurses were or- 
ganized on the Feast of the Holy 
Rosary in October, 1!)15, by eight 
students of the American Academy 
Of Christian Democracy. Their ob- 
ject Is to furnish to the Catholic 
nssociation.'i. leagues and federations 
properly trained secretaries, flejd 
agents, press correspondents, lec- 
turers, parish visitors, social work- 
ers, practical nurses, etc. There Is 
an Increasing demand for associa- 
tion workers possessing qualifica- 
tions co-extensive with the nature 
of the many and varied Catholic 
works. It is a vocational field that 
has hardly been develbped and 
which awaits rapid expansion. 

The White Cross nur.ie.R are not a 
religiou.'-- f.isterhciDil :iiul do not pro- 
pose to be, but religion is the 
prime motive of thgir work. The_ 
'mlhd ahdf he'fffl M iH^ religious Is" 
required, not the outward appear- 
ance; it is a special vocation to 
works which, fqr various reasons, 
the religious sisterhoods are unable 
or wllliQg to undertake. It is not 
so much within the plan of the 
White Cross nurses to initiate new 
enterprises as to foster, under or- 
ganized auspices, existing good 
works, and to extend if possible 
their usefulness. They have the 
vocation to put them.selves limiiMy 
at the disposition of the Catholic 
cause of womanhood whenever and 
wherever required. 

It may seem strange to some that 
the word "nurse" has been chosen. 
Usually it suggests the sick room 
and the hospital. In a broader 
sense, however, "nurse" Is defined 
as meaning to nourish, to cherish, 
to foster, to take care of, to man- 
age with care and economy, etc. 
It is in the sense of this broader 
definition liial the "White Cross 
nurses" Ikiv chosen for tlieii own 
no special field beyond tin- • i.iiMii 
agement of existing works, the rais- 
ing of the standards of organised 
efficiency and general co-ordination 
of Catholic efforts in the light of a 
basic Christian philosophy of so- 
ciety. 

A gift of 175 acres of land near 
Blaca Mountain, N. C, has Just 
been made to the Rev. Peter K. 
DIetz for the development r>f this 
work. It is situated at the foot of 
Mt. Mitchell, the highest peak east 
of the Rockies. The Kpiscopallans, 
Presbyterians, .Methodists, Baptists, 
have developed great summer colon- 
ies bere. The Y. M. C. A., Y. W. 
C. A. and the, National Student's 
Association own a thousand acres 
of land with splendid buildings. 
Here also a great music auditorium 
is being built. Into this develop- 
ment there will come a Catholic 
feature through the American Acad- 
emy of Christian Democracy. Black 
Mountain is on the main line of the 
Southern railway, sixteen miles from 
Asheville, N. C, and can be reached 
without change of trains from Cla* 
clnnatl or Waahlngton. 

A social serrlee novitiate in these 
surroundings, away from the dis- 
tractions of the city, is the very 
best means of making "social serv- 
ice" not merely "technically effi- 
cient," but also "supernatural " in 
Its motive and ends. The idea of 
a novitiate has an honored place in 
all great Catholic organized work. 
The soul of reform is the reform of 
the soul. He who would uplift oth- 
ers must first uplift himself. 

Young ladies from twenty to 
thirty-flve' years of age may, upon 
i application, be admitted to a 
twelve weeks' course of social 
'study without any expense if they 
I will sign a contract to serve upon 
j satisfactory completion of the 
course In whatever field Is as.signed 
to them, as a volunteer for six 
I months, room, board and laundry 
I being provided, and as a regular 
j White Cross nurse at a salary of 
I $<0 per month for the period of one 
i year. Students who do not wish to 
I sign a contract may eleet to pay the 
regular academic tees. 

There is also In process of devel- 
' opment an insurance system for tbe 
I White Cross nurses that will pro- 
vide against sickness ami old age. 
'a system of this kind is Intended to 
'make secure the future of White 
Cross nurses who consecrate them- 



selves to this work.

POWER FOR PEACE. 



If those weak and shallow reason- 
ers who see In the big European 
war an evidence of the failure of 
Chrlstfknlty had been over in Brook- 
lyn on Sunday they would have seen 
a sight that would have forced them 
to revise their opinion on the sub- 
ject. Just think! Fifty thousand 
men drawn from eevry nation in 
the old world — French and C.ei- 
mans, English and Austrlans and 
Italians, Poles, Lithuanians and 
Syrians, and of course the Irish — 
marching shoulder to shoulder be- 
neath the banner of the Crone and 
In honor of the Holy Name of the 
Redeemer. Of course it would be 
ridiculous to pretend that these men 
had put aside their sympathies with 
their brethren in Europe, or have 
outgrown their racial a.^tipathles in 
the new environment. They have 
not, and hence the candid outsider 
must take off his hat to the moral 
power that can bring them together 
in brotherly concord and must ac- 
knowledge that this power is the 
only one with the proper equipment 
t4w bring about a lasting peace be- 
tween their warring relatives in 
Europe. No. It is not Christianity 
that hss failed, but the rulers of 
men who had not ordered their lives 
in accordance with a true Christian 
ideal. 



Many straw votes are being taken 

throughout th* country, and In 
every Instance a steady drift to Wil- 
son is being shown in the Presi- 
dential race. The New Voi k Her- 
ald, the New York American, Cin- 
cinnati Enriulier and other leading 
papers are publishing weekly a 
census of straw votes taken in every 
walk ot life. In the New York 
American canvass the vote taken in 
Wall street showed a decided 
preference for Hughes, and in the 
Cafe Savarin, where bankers and 
brokers gather, the vote taken was 
Hughes ZS7 to 7 7 for Wilson. The 
vote taken in the Consolidated Stock 
Exchange brought the same icsult. 
The brokers who are busy gambling 
In munitions voted for Hughes, but 
the employes, clerks, etc., voted for 
Wilson. The canvass along the 
water front of the West Side showed 
that Wilson's strength is found 
among the workers and a decided 
contrast was found to that of the 
high financiers and food trust lead- 
ers. Out of a total of 881 votes in 
the working district 766 were for 
President Wilson. The same result 
was achieved in another way. In 
the straw vote taken in the Vander- 
bllt, Astor, .St. Regis and other of 
the fashionable hotels Hughes was 
the favorite, but in the moi',. m 
priced hotels Wilson led his op- 
ponent easily. 

The same did story applied in 
the amusement places. The audi- 
ences in the leading theaters and 
opera houses showed a preference 
for Hughes, the Wall street candi- 
date, but the popular priced thea- 
ters and moving pictuic houses 
showed a decided preference for 
Wilson. The above refeis to the 
canvass being taken by the New 
Voik .\nierlcan. The New York 
Heiald is making a poll of twenty- 
eight States, the maJorf.ty ot which 
could be classed as doubtful, and in 
every instance the reader is bound 
to reach the same conclusion as In 
the above. In offices Of trust com- 
panies, banl;-^ and brokers Hughes 
is the favorite, but out among the 
people in the stores, shops, factories, 
etc., Wilson Is given the call, being 
tlie favorite of the men and women, 
who admire him for his .stand in 
ra\or of the ei ii law, as they 

know that stand ua.-- not taken for 
the benefit of the trainmen alone, 
but will be the opening gun for a 
universal eight-hour day tor work- 
ers In ail lines of trade or business. 
H Is a case of Hughes, the Wall 
street and corporation candidate, 
against the great common people, 
and the vote of the latter should 
settle (lecisi\elj next month as to 
who slioiild govern this cnuntr.v. the 
few moneyed barons and child labor 
employers or the workers and build- 
ers of the nation. 

That the moneyed interests are 
backing Hughes to the limit is 
shown by the Republican activity in 
Kentucky, National Committeeman 
Hert, the new Moses of the G. O. 
P. in this State, seeing to it that 
the boys had plenty of the filthy 
lucre, the reports from Lexington, 
Covington, Dwenst)oro and all be- 
ing the same, anil that was why 
the Republicans were spending 
money like drunken sailors. Right 
here in Louisville the Searcy-Chil- 
ton combination saw to it that every 
precinct was well handled, and 
strange to say bluffed the Ryans and 
Conkling faction into helping out, 
the latter seeming to forget the 
awful steal In the recent primary 
in which they were the victims.

'Some of the lead 
ing Republicans openly aay they 
win vote for Swagar Sherley for 
Congress, and this with the attempt 
of the machine Republicans to elect 
Lucas only has made Owens' friends 
very mad, a squall being expected 
at any minute.

IRELAND'S CARDIWAL. 



According to the Irish Preai 

News Service advices from London, 
Birmingham, Leeds, Manchester and 
Sheffield show that the movement 
to conscript the unwilling Irish Into 
the British ainiy has spread from 
London to the chief provincial cities 
<il i:n^:lan(l and that by November 
It is believed across the channel that 
Ireland will be compelled to accept 
enforced military service. The prd- 
vlncial papers have taken up the 
cry started by the London press and 
various coalition members of Parlia- ^° 
ment do not hesitate to say that the 
time has come for the young men 
of Iiclanil to Join the Knglish and 
Scotch in offering up their lives for 
the preseMatidii ol the empire. In 
LancRshiie reprisals against the 
Irish are threatened after the war 
ind already many Irish laborers 
have been driven out of BngUsll 
fields and mobbed In towns. 

The toUl BrltWi army is es- 
timated at 4,000.000. of which 
3.000,000 are engaged on all fronts, 
leaving 900,000 at home. Of this 
bOO.OOO fully two-thirds are being 
drilled and made ready for service. 
There are some .'iiiii.oOO under arms 
picp.iied to (lelend Kngland from 
attack, of which to.Ooii are held in 
Ireland guariling that L^land against 
possible rebellion. Of the 3,000,000 
'• ni to alb fronts there have been 
ipproximately 1,800,000 casualties, 
based on the usual average officers' 
losses. Army officers now In Dub- 
lin sUte that the British casualties, 
chiefly on the Somme, since July 1 
have not been less than 500,000. 
They claim that fully oO per cent, 
of the wounded are returned to the 
ranks, but those gains are partly 
offset by the large numhei Invalided 
home, not counted as casualties, and 
the number of furloughs granted. 
The army officers are grumbling 
over the vast number of 3,000.000 
of men engaged in alleged munition 
and transport and ship work at 
home, claiming that at least 1,000,- 
000 of these home workers are 
slackers and are not necessary In 
the shops, supply stores and ship 
yards. The deiuan<l foi the entry 
of that class of workers into treiicti 
warfare has caused a ccuinter cry to 
go up from the munition workers. 
In order to <:\y themselves from 
army service, i Ireland, which 
contains no mumiiou factories out- 
side of Antrim. t>e forced by com- 
pulsion to 'supply 300.000 men. 

It is well understood in Dublin 
that one of the (Objects of the law 
under way in Australia to compel 
enforced army service is to force 
the Irish in Australia to join the 
army. There is a large li isli popula- 
tion in the .Vustralian colonies who 
are considered i ecalcit i aant on the 
war and extremely opposed to en- 
listing In the British army., espe- 
cially since the executions of the 
rlsh prisoners of war, which news, 
horrified the Australian Irish, as' 
many of their leading men had 
fathers who were expatriated Irish 
political prisoners. 

John Redmond has assured his 
suppoilers that he will continue to 
lead the party in opposition to any 
plan of enforced military service 
t)ial includes litdand. If Australia 
votes for conscription In the coming 
referendum the difficulty of keejKng 
Ireland out will increase, but Red- 
mond's defense will be that Att»- 
tralia Is a self-governing eoloney 
while IVeland Is not. Joseph Devlin 
has started a campaign against en- 
forced service among the National- 
ists in the North. But it is ad- 
mitted that the purely Irish regi- 
ments have about disappeared and, 
as the military authorities point out, 
tliere will soon be none unless the 
wastage is filled from Ireland. Cas- 
uauy lists show an amaiing num- 
ber of non-Irish names for IrUb 
regiments. What November will 
bring forth no man can tell. The 
people will revolt rather than be 
forced into the army, but they have 
few arms wKh which to defend their 
homes when entered by the military, 
who will drag out the unarmed men 
and carry them to military prisons.

Founded 
in 1840 by Fattier Le Laiileur, in 
St. Servan, on the sea coast of 
Brittany, where two young girls, 
Marie de la Compassion and Marie 
Therese, some twenty and eighteen 
years of age resiwctlvely, and an 
elderly spinster, Marie de la Croix, 
made their first essay that year in 
the simple lodging of Fanclion 
Aubert, their first charge, an ol<i 
blind woman of eighty. Thf I.itlle 
Si.'<lers of the I'rK)|- now number 
over twenty-five hundred Sisters, 
with more than one hundred and 
fifty houses in France, Alsace, Bel- 
glum, Italy, Spain, Algeria, Eng- 
land, Scotland, Ireland and the 
United States, where there are fed 
and sheltered over 20,000 of God's 
poor. Their House of Novices, near 
rtcchei ei, Era nee, at present con 
liiiiis Dvvy novices from every 
pait of tlie worlil. learning to serve 
as humblest iiii'nials the poor whom 
(;o<l shall send them. From 1840 
lo llili) -the hand of God i.s surely 
visible in such a Christian increase. 
For themselves they ask nothing, 
these Sistera. They own and can 
own nothing but the habit they 
wear, and not even that. Their 
food is what is left when their 
charge has l>een served. If there 
is enough for their poor, and yet 
not enough for themselves, they go 
to bed hungry. This is no ex- 
traordinary happening with the Sis- 
ters of this congregation, and when 
It happens the i ule is, as we state 
it, the poor first, themselves last or 
not at all.
